show, brings to view things that 
are too small or too far away to 
be seen, or slows or speeds ac- 
tion to give a new dimension to 
things that normally excape the 
human eye. "The 
Unseen 


World" will be shown at 8 p.m. 
EST Sunday, May 3, on 
ABC. 


Power said, "This was a 


much more difficult show than 
I've ever done before. You're 
dealing with things that are un- 
seen. You're dealing with things 
that you can't go out and photo- 
graph yourself. For some of our 
sequences scientists waited up 
to 15 years trying to get that 
precise moment." 


The show ranges from highly 


magnified pictures of insects to 
the stars to stopped motion of a 
baseball shattering a window. 


The script is science writer 


Isaac Asimov's first for televi- 
sion. 


Besides "Discovery," Power 


produced "Watch Mr. Wizard" 
and did a local children's show 
In Chicago on which Bob Keesh- 
an, who is now Captain Kanga- 
roo, made his debut. He pro- 
duced a children's series for the 
Canadian CTV network before 
joining ABC News.

Q—W h a t c a u s e s ring- 


worm? Is it contagious? How 
can I get rid of it? 


A—This disease may be 


caused by three fungi or 
molds—the trichophyton. ml* 
crosporum or epidermophy- 
ton. They are c o m m o n l y 
found in "most environs and, 
although they may be trans- 
mitted from person lo per- 
son, they will usually gain a 
foothold only in areas where 
the skin is chronically moist 
—between the toes and in 
the groin. The treatment of 
all three types is the same. 
Half-strength Whitfield oint- 
ment applied locally twice a 
day is still one of the best 
remedies but several newer 
fungicides are available. Re- 
currences are common. 


Q—My daughter gets itch- 


ing blisters on her hands 
and feet. They heal, only to 
break out in another spot. 
She has had several differ- 
ent drugs but nothing helps 
her. What do you advise? 


A—This sounds like a typi- 


cal case of ringworm. If the 
drugs your d a u g h t e r has 
used have not helped her, 
one of t h e s e prescription 
drugs should do so— undecyl- 
enic acid, tracetin or sporo- 
tracin. 


Q—I have had a fungus in- 


fection of my fingernails and 
toenails for 10 years. I have 
taken Fulvicin all that time 
but now the disease is com- 
ing back. A skin specialist 
prescribed cortisone 
but it 


didn't help. Is there 
any 


cure? 


A—Since it is almost im- 


possible 
for any drug to 


reach the fungus when it is 
under the nails, Fulvicin, a 
brand of griseofulvin, is usu- 
ally prescribed. If this does 
not help after four or five 
m o n t h s , tolnaftate (Tinac- 
tin) should be tried. 


Q—Our doctor says my 


husband has a fungus infec- 
tion of his skin. Is this a 
form of cancer? 


A-No. 


Q—Is It p o s s i b l e for a 


woman, 56, to become preg- 
nant if she still has men- 
strual periods? 


A—Yes, if they are truly 


menstrual periods and not 
uterine bleeding of another 
type. Menstruation at that 
age is extremely rare and 
should be investigated. 


Q—Is it necessary for a 


woman to reach her peak or 
have an orgasm to become 
pregnant? 


A—No, that's what artifi- 


cial i n s e m i n a t i o n is all 
about.

As the population keeps in- 


creasing, the nature of our 
food invariably changes. 


"With more and more peo- 


ple being added to our popu- 
lation every year, with thou- 
sands leaving fhe farm and 
crowding into urban centers, 
with at least a third of our 
women working outside the 
home, plus a steadily rising 
demand for c o n v e n i e n c e 
items, the nature of our food 
becomes more complex and 
the need for additives essen- 
tial," observes Samuel A. 


Samuel A. Goldblirh 


Goldblith, Ph.D., professor of 
food science at Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 


But with the accelerated 


interest in "consumerism," 
many people fear the use of 
all additives in food, believ- 
ing them to be harmful. 


"No, that is far from the 


truth," says Dr. Goldblith, 
who is also a member of 
several committees of the 
National Academy 
of Sci- 


ence. "Take salt. That is an 
additive. Too much can be 
harmful. But common sense 
usually prevents it." 


The current fear of mono- 


sodium glutamate (MSG for 
short) was caused by the re- 
port of the Chinese restau- 
rant syndrome, described as 
a tightening of face and neck 
muscles and sometimes a 
headache. 


; 
" Actually.;M6G is a salt of 


glutamic acid, one of the 20 
or more aminp acids that 
make up protein. It is used 
to bring out flavors in food, 
has been popular in China 
for thousands of years, in 
the United States for many. 
Manufacturers use it in a 
large assortment of prod- 
ucts. Homemakers use it 
more and more. But is it 
harmful? 


"Too much of it, probably. 


But, 
again, common sense 


and sanity, not h y s t e r i a , 
must control its use. In in- 
fant foods, it is probably not 
needed. For adults, well, I 
think its use by manufac- 
turers, a c o n t r o l l e d use, 
might be far safer than un- 
r e s t r i c t e d use by home 
cooks." 


Cake mixes that need only 


liquid added are typical of 
modern convenience foods. 
But they also contain addi- 
tives. 


"Unless women want to re- 


turn to making all their own 
cakes, they must a c c e p t 
omulsifiers' and antioxidents 
in these mixes. Additives, 
yes. Kmulsifiers are made 
from ogg whites, lecithin, 
for example, and 
prevent 


the fat in the products from 
separating. 
Antioxigents, 


BUT for one example, pre- 
vent the mix from turning 
rancid. Used with intelligent 
restraint, these additives en- 
hance value and flavor. Ban- 
ish their use and we must re- 
turn 
to 
the old-fashioned 


days of do-it-yourself. In 
these rushing times, how- 
ever, that is unthinkable. 


"Freeze-dfied f o o d s ate 


perfectly safe. There are no 
additives used. Also, micro- 
wave cooking is just another 
form of heat. No additives 
here, either." 


Goldblith w a r n s today's 


women against hysteria over 
modern chang&s' in food com- 
positions. A highly trained 
technologist, a survivor of 
the Bataan Death March in 
the Philippines, this scien- 
tist faces the question of ad- 
ditives with profound knowl- 
edge and steady calmness. 


"Additives 
in our basic 


foods are needed to bring 
them up to modern require- 
ments. That is a fact we 
must accept unless we are 
willing to return to customs 
of long ago. Yes, I believe 
that the good outweighs the 
bad. When additives are used 
with restraint and 
intelli- 


gence, there is a tremendous 
margin for safety," he says. 


He believes the Food and

trol air 
pollution caused by 


small dust particles In indus- 
trial smoke. 


A meterologlst at the Environ- 


mental Science Services Admin- 
istration- ESSA- Mitchell said 
carbon dioxide and thermal pol- 
lution produces a "greenhouse" 
atmospheric effect, tending to 
keep the earth's absorbed solar 
heat from radiating back Into 
space. 


Thermal pollution comes from 


waste heat from conventional or 
nuclear power plants. Carbon 
dioxide Is produced from burn- 
ing of petroleum products, In- 
cluding gasoline. 


Mitchell said nature, in as yet 


unknown ways, is responsible 
for a one degree warming trend 
In the Northern Hemisphere be- 
tween 1880 and 1940 and a one- 
half degree cooling trend since 
that time.

Two of 
the crew were killed and six 
were injured. 


Two of the planes were hit in 


Laos. One was an Air Force F4

base at Udorn, Thailand, but 
ejected about 14 miles from the 
runway. They were picked up 
unhurt.
